Take 
a peek — you’ll want them all! 
It’s just a matter of knowing 
how. Good sewing can be yours 
for the asking. You can fin d 
hundreds of secrets in book­ 
lets published by the people who 
make patterns and zippers and 
thread. They explain each step, 
from laying out a pattern to 
fine tailoring.

Dairymen Seeking Methods 


To Prevent Calf Scours 


Modern dairymen could be 
building up the danger of calf 
scours as they increase the size 
af their dairy herds. So says 
Dr. R. M. Porter at the O h i o 
Agricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion. 
With 
more 
calves 
being 
housed In common units, the 
chance 
for a buildup and 
spread of the agents which j 
cause scours is increased. The ; 
push for greater gains and 
faster growth is also adding to 
the stresses which calves face. 
These factors are important j 
when you consider the increas­ 
ed demand for veal and for slut-1 
able calves for beef produc­ 
tion. 
Preliminary results from stud­ 
ies at the Experiment Station 
indicate that there might be a 
way to prevent scours. The 
work i n v o l v e s attempts to 
broaden the protection a calf 
gets from colostrum — the milk 
given by a c o w during t h e 
first 24 hours after calving. 
• • • 


THROUGH colostrum. Moth­ 
er Nature has provided a pas­ 
sive defense against infectious 
agents which attack newborn 
calves. But often the protection 
doesn’t cover, or is not enough 
to protect, each calf against all 
infection!. 
“Here at the Station,” says 


Dr. Porter, “We’re trying to 
strengthen 
t h e 
protective 
quality or antibody content of 
colostrum by infusing the ud­ 
der of a dry cow with the infec­ 
tious a g e n t s that c a u s e 
scours.” 
Early results indicate that 
this is a feasible approach, but 
ifs an individual herd problem. 
The infectious a g e n t in one 
herd may be different from that 
in another herd. 
Where scouring persists as 
a serious problem, this Is a 
possible means of lowering 
Its incidence. Such a program 
should be administered by 
the l o c a l veterinarian. At 
present, it would be used only 
where antibiotics are unable 
to control scours. 
Antibodies in t h e colostrum 
are absorved by the digestive 
tract of the calf only for a short 
p e r i o d of time — up to three 
day at most. These antibodies 
give a passive protection only 
as long as they stay in the calfs 
biod s t r e a m . Such protec­ 
tion normally lasts for two to 
three months. It is during t h i s 
time that the calf’s own defen­ 
sive mechanism develops.

Program Has 


Few Changes 


Signup for the 1965 F e e d 
Grain program began this week 
in county ASC offices and will 
continue throug Mar. 26. 
Many of the provisions are 
the same as last year. But 
there are a few important 
changes, notes Dr. John Bot­ 
tom, Ohio State University 
Extension economist. H e r e 
they are: 
The price support payment 
for c o r n will be increased five I 
cents a bushel. 
The price support loan rate 
for corn will be reduced five 
cents a bushel. 
Feed grains (corn, grain sor­ 
ghum, and barley) and wheat 
can be substituted where farms 
have both a feed gain base and 
a wheat allotment.

THIS YEAR’S program ob­ 
jectives, says Bonum, are to 
both strengthen farm income 
and br mg feed grain surpluses 
down to reasonable levels in or­ 
der to achieve taxpayer sav­ 
ings. 
He notes that, under the 1965 
program, a larger proportion of 
the p r i c e support will be in 
payment form with some reduc­ 
tion in the average loan rate for 
all three feed grains. This, he 
says, is aimed at encouraging 
participation by widening t h e 
margin between returns f o r 
those farmers who take part 
and those who do not 
To participate in the program 


I farmers must r e d u c e their 
total acreage of corn, g r a i n 
sorghum, and barley this year 
by at least 20 per cent. In re­ 
turn, they will be eligible for 
price support and acreage di­ 
version payments.

Tillage Systems 
Compared at OSU 


The World Today 


The success of a particular 
tillage system for corn depends 
a lot upon other factors, ac­ 
cording to Dr. D. M. VanDoren 
Jr. of the Ohio Agricultural Ex­ 
periment Station. These factors 
include soil type, species of pre­ 
vious crop, management prac­ 
tices and weather conditions — 
particularly rainfall. 
Since 1962, Dr. VanDoren 
has been comparing four til­ 
lage systems: 
conventional 
tillage — plow, 
disk twice, 
plant and three cultivations; 
minimum 
tillage — 
plow, 
plant 
a n d 
cultivate 
three 
times; mulch tillage — disk 
twice, plant 
and 
cultivate 
three times; and no tillage — 
plant and spray with herbi­ 
cides. 
Plots were planted on one soil 
type, Wooster silt loam, which 
tends 
to 
crust 
during 
rain­ 
storms. All plots were kept 
weed-free with herbicides. 
The four systems were com­ 
pared in plots which had been 
in fescue sod the previous year 
and in other plots whkh had j 
been planted to corn. In addi­ 
tion, crop residues were re­ 
moved from some of the plots 
and left intact in others. 
Dr. VanDoren reports that 
yeilds with conventional til­ 
lage were much the same on 
all plots, about 95 bushels per 
acre. Yields with minimum 
tillage after corn were about 
the same as conventional till­ 
age yields. 
Disking operations were not 
necessary for optimum c o r n 
yields. Minimum tillage follow­ 
ing sod gave a 16-bushel per 
acre yield increase over the 
conventional system. 
Non-plowed treatments, par­ 
ticularly no tillage, were sensi­ 
tive to both previous crop and 
residue management. M u l c h 
tillage 
following 
silage 
corn 
gave yields equal to convention­ 
al tillage. 
Leaving stalks on the soil sur­ 
face as a mulch gave an in­ 
crease of nine bushels per acre. 


This was equal to the best mini­ 
mum tillage treatment. Follow­ 
ing sod, mulch tillage produced 
yields of 114 bushels per acre. 
Biggest differences showed 
up with the no tillage. Yields 
ranged from a low of 71 bush­ 
els per acre on corn ground 
with stalks removed, to a high 
of 122 bushels following sod 
with residues left on the soil. 
Only the treatment following 
silage corn gave lower yields 
than conventional tillage. 
Differences among the non­ 
plowed treatments seem to be 
related to the amount of dead 
vegetation on the soil surface, 
says Dr. VanDoren. Yields in­ 
creased in relation to the per­ 
centage of the soil covered with 
residue. 
No • tillage produced yields 
equal to conventional tillage 
with about 50 per cent residue 
cover 
measured 
at 
harvest. 
With greater mulch cover, no­ 
tillage yields were higher. 
“ If the systems had been test­ 
ed only on sod with residues 
left on the soil surface,” says 
Dr. VanDoren, “the no • tillage 
system would have seemed the 
best, followed closely by mulch 
tillage. But if the tests had been 
made only following silage corn, 
the no tillage would have seem­ 
ed the worst.” 
The most promising treat­ 
ments need to be performed on 
larger plots wTith conventional 
equipment. Economics of t h e 
operations must be studied also. 
Only then can recommendations 
for new practices be made.

Johnson administra ion’s r e a ­ 
soning in d e a l i n g with t h e I 
North Vietnamese Communists 
goes like this: If a guy belts 
you, belt him back in the hope 
you’ll knock some sense kl his 
head. 
If it doesn’t work, of course, 
it could mean a long, bruising 
battle, but the policy isn t new. 
President Johnson made it all 
plain last year. He’s just follow­ 
ing it up harder now than then. 
And Congress gave Wan * a 
blank check to go ahead. 
When Communa st PT boats at­ 
tacked American destroyers last 
August in the Gulf of Tonkin, 
Johnson ordered Navy planes to 
bomb some North Vietnamese 
seacoast bases, 
He gave this explanation to 
the nation on radio and tele­ 
vision: 
“The determination of all Am­ 
ericans to carry out our full 
commitment to the people and 
government of South Viet Nam 
will be redoubled by this out­ 
rage. Yet our response for the 
present will be limited and fit­ 
ting. 
“We 
Americans 
know, 
al­ 
though others appear to forget, 
the risk of spreading conflict. 
We still seek no wider war.” 
He 
asked 
Congress to ap­ 
prove a resolution assuring him 
full support for “all necessary 
action to protect our armed 
forces.” 
He said: 
‘The issue is the future of 
Southeast Asia as a whole. A 
threat to any nation in that re­ 
gion is a threat to all. and a 
threat to us. The United States 
intends no rashness and seeks 
no wider war.” 
Congress promptly approved, 
leaving Johnson free to do what 
he thought was needed. In the 
midst of all this, in a speech a 
Syracuse University, he said: 
“There can be no peace by ag­ 
gression, no immunity from re­ 
ply.” 
This was in keeping with what 
he had said a short time be­ 
fore the PT boat attack: That 
he was willing to take “several 
paths” to peace but was “pre­ 
pared to risk war” to preserve 
freedom.

loot to work. Besides providing 
a clearing house and a way of 
doing business, a bank is a han­ 
dy dodge against government 
scrutiny of their financial deal­ 
ings. And it provides an aura of 
respectability. 
Next, the syndicate chooses 
its “nominees” — front men to 
handle the actual paperwork of 
buying and running the bank. 
There usually are two or thre 
front men, one of whom acts as 
an overseer for the syndicate. 
Then, as one government in­ 
vestigator put it, “all the sound 
banking 
practices 
you 
ever 
heard of are tossed out the win­ 
dow’.” He outlined this pattern; 
1. The bank makes large, un­ 
secured loans to friends, rela­ 
tives and associates of the rack­ 
eteers — no questions asked, no 
credit checks, often no collater­ 
al. Sometimes a scrawled “ he’s 
okay” from a top mobster is 
sufficient 
for 
a 
loan 
to 
go 
through. 
2. From borrowers not direct­ 
ly associated with the rackets 
bank officials accept favors of 
gratuities, such as new cars, 
from granting unsecured loans 
to bad risks. 
3. The bank may perm it rack­ 
eteers to open bank accounts 
under phony nam es to hinder 
tax scrutiny. 
4. It will purposely keep bad 
books and records in an effort to 
cloud the channels followed by 
illicit funds and to camouflage 
the crime syndicate's financial 
activities. 
6. The bank is used as a clear­ 
ing house for checks obtained as 
payment for gambling losses. 
These funds, one source said, 
run into millions annually. The 
practice aids both the bettor 
and gambling house seeking to 
cut down gambling taxes by 
obscuring 
the 
fact 
that 
the 
checks are gambling payments. 
7. The bank will furniki good 
credit references on all of its 
hoodlum accounts. 
8. Bank tellers will fail to turn 
in the required treasury curren­ 
cy returns reporting abnorm al­ 
ly large deposits of currency 
and coins, which often signify 
gambling proceeds. Thus t 
treasury will be drprived of Lie 
“ flag” that helps it ferret out 
such proceeds. 
The grand jury investigations 
are proceeding slowly, but offi­ 
cials say they expect some in­ 
dictments will develop. 


Malaysia Hit 


By New Riots 


Police, Soldiers 
Battle Leftists 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(AP) — Riot police, reinforced 
by heavily arm ed soldiers and 
helicopter support, battled left­ 
ists who stormed the downtown 
section today, demanding over­ 
throw of the M alaysia federa­ 
tion. 
One mob of about 200 youths 
marched on the U.S. Inform a­ 
tion Service library, smashing 
windows with poles, rocks and 
by hurling a bicycle into the 
building. 
Tear 
gas 
barrages 
pushed 
back 
the 
dem onstrators 
and 
police erected barbed wire b ar­ 
ricades 
at 
key 
intersections. 
Soldiers with fixed bayonets and 
automatic weapons manned the 
barricades. 
Downtown 
s t r e e t s 
were 
cleared after several hours and 
an 
emergency 
curfew 
was 
clamped on the heart of the cap­ 
ital. Major thoroughfares were: 
deserted. 
The government radio broad­ 
cast warnings for all persons to 
stay indoors. T h e cabinet of 
Prim e Minister Abdul Rahman 
met in emergency session. 
Socialist F r o n t statem ents 
said the agitation was intended 
to protest the arrests of a num­ 
ber of leading opposition politi­ 
cians l a s t Jan. 28, including 
three who have been accused of 
plotting with Indonesia to set up 
a government in exile and pro­ 
mote armed revolution here. 
The government radio broad­ 
cast a statem ent saying the 
former chairm an of the Social­ 
ist Front, Ishak Bin Haji Mo­ 
hammed, one of those arrested 
last month, had “openly con­ 
fessed that he collaborated with 
the Jakarta regime to try to 
overthrow the government of 
M alaysia.” 
Ishak confessed that he had 
received “ monthly contributions 
from Indonesia for subversive 
activities and had also been in 
regular contact with an Indone­ 
sia a g e n c y” , the government 
statem ent said.
